CLIFTON-CAMPVILLE (St. Andrew), a parish, in the union of Tamworth, partly in the hundred of 
Repton and Gresley, S. division of the county of Derby, but chiefly in the N. division of the hundred 
of Offlow and of the county of Stafford, 6 miles (N. E. by N.) from Tamworth; containing 921 
inhabitants, of whom 341 are in the township of Clifton-Campville. This parish consists of the 
townships of Clifton-Campville and Haunton, and the chapelry of Harleston, in the county of 
Stafford; and of the chapelry of Chilcote, in that of Derby. It comprises by computation 6300 acres; 
the surface is undulated, and the soil in some places a rich fertile marl, and in others a strong clay. 
The village, which is large, is situated in the vale of the Mease, and on the road from Elford to 
Ashby-de-laZouch. The living is a rectory, valued in the king's books at £30, and in the gift of Henry 
John Pye, Esq., to whose ancestor, Sir Charles Pye, Bart., the manor was sold by the Coventry 
family in 1700. The tithes of Clifton-Campville and Haunton have been commuted for £717. 1. 1., 
those of Harleston for £370, and of Chilcote for £258; the glebe contains 150 acres, with a good 
glebe-house. The church is adorned with one of the finest spires in the kingdom; and has two 
chancels separated by a handsome screen: there are some paintings on glass, one of which 
represents St. Mark; and in the south chancel is an ancient monument with recumbent effigies to 
the memory of Sir John Vernon and his lady. At Harleston and Chilcote are chapels of ease; and a 
parochial school is supported by the patron and incumbent. In the eastern extremity of the parish is 
a small common, called No-man's Heath, with a cross cut in the turf to mark the converging points 
of the four counties of Stafford, Derby, Leicester, and Warwick, which unite at that spot. [A

George Cross M.A. (presbyterian minister of Clifton Campville) c1610-1665 B15 
Cross, born about 1610, is of unknown parentage. He studied at Oxford where about 1613 he was a 
student at St John's College. At Oxford he graduated B.A. on 27 Jan 1631.2 (M.A., 2 Nov 1634). He 
was perhaps qualified to be a presbyterian clergyman about 1637 for he is said to have "preached 
for 9 years without ordination". About 1646 he was classically ordained as a presbyterian 
clergyman by a London classis. Earlier he was chaplain to "Lady Scudamore" at Sutton Coldfield, 
Warwicks where he became a friend of Anthony Burgess c1606-1664 [ODNB] who had been 
instituted as rector there on 3 Nov 1635. "Lady Scudamore" was Ruth Hampden 1575-1649 sister 
of William Hampden of Great Hampden, Bucks 1570-1597 whose wife Elizabeth Cromwell was aunt 
of Oliver Cromwell the Protector 1599-1658. On 7 Aug 1646 the Committee for plundered ministers 
recommended the Westminster assembly of divines to appoint him as presbyterian minister of 
Clifton Campville rectory. However in Sep 1646 William Barton c1598-1678 (formerly vicar of 
Mayfield but then presbyterian minister of London St John Zachary) also petitioned (unsuccesfully) 
for this office. On 22 Apr 1647 Cross was appointed (? by the Committee) and was then described 
as a godly and orthodox divine and ordered to preach diligently to the parishioners. On 24 Sep 
1647 Cross's predecessor Henry Gilbert c1608-1664 wrote a letter warning parishioners not to pay 
tithes "to the present usurper yt they come to no damage when laws recover their force" and the 
same year (unsuccessfully) sued Cross for possession of the living. Probably late in 1654 Thomas 
Ford c1633-1678 moved to Staffordshire where he appears to have trained to become minister of 
Harlaston parochial curacy then (apparently) in the patronage of Cross (as presbyterian minister of 
Clifton Campville). Cross may have appointed him as parochial curate. (In 1658 Ford married Judith 
Cross sister of George). Apparently a committed presbyterian, Cross signed the Staffordshire 
testimony of Jul 1648 as "George Crosse Pastor of Clifton Camville". In Jun 1660 he continued in 
office as de facto rector. About Sep 1660 he was displaced in office by (the former rector) Henry 
Gilbert who alleged that he had never been paid his fifth. Cross and his family then moved to 
London where they lived with Richard Hampden 1631-1695 (grandson of William, above). In 1665 
the "Great Plague" broke out in London and Cross moved back to the Midlands. One of his children 
had been infected and died at the house of Samuel Shaw (presbyterian minister of Long Whatton, 
Leics) c1635-1695 who was then living at Cotes, Leics. Cross and his wife then moved to Basford, 
Notts. Shortly after both died here of the plague - first his wife and then Cross himself, aged about 
55, on 8 Aug 1665. Cross married about 1660 to Ann Whitehall c1637-1665 dau of Joseph Whitehall 
of Whitehall in Ipstones gentleman c1611-c1680 by whom he may have had 1 son and 1 daughter.

John Selleck D.D. (rector of Clifton Campville) 1612-1690 105 
Selleck, christened on 6 Jan 1611.2 at Over Stowey, was second son of Robert Selleck of Over 
Stowey, Soms yeoman c1584-1637 and Theophila Cox dau of Henry Cox (rector of Nether Stowey, 
Soms). He studied at Oxford where about 1628 he was a student at Christ Church. At Oxford he 
graduated B.A. on 11 Feb 1630.1 (M.A., 29 Oct 1633). On 21 Sep 1634 he was ordained deacon by 
Bath & Wells and presumably later ordained priest. Probably in 1643 he was instituted rector of 
Elworthy, Soms. From 5 Feb 1643.4 he continued as compliant minister but was soon ejected. 
Selleck was a royalist and supporter of Charles II who later recommended him "he having suffered 
for loyalty and done great service for preservation of His Majesty's person when in danger". On 21 
Jul 1660 he was collated prebendary of Salisbury Ruscombe and on 1 Aug 1660 collated prebendary 
of Wells St Decuman. At Wells he was also a canon residentiary. By An act for the confirming and 
restoring of ministers (13 Sep 1660) he was restored as rector of Elworthy. On 6 Jun 1661 he was 
collated archdeacon of Bath. Probably on 4 Feb 1663.4 he was conferred D.D. by the archbishop of 
Canterbury. On 11 Nov 1664 after presentation by Sir John Coventry of Pitminster, Soms K.B. 
c1636-1685 he was, plurally, instituted rector of Clifton Campville. Here in 1665 the hearth tax 
assessment is headed "In the Parsonage house ... Five [hearths]". Presumably it was vacant - no 
clergyman certified the return. Still in all his offices Selleck died, aged 78, and was buried on 1 Jul 
1690 at Wells cathedral. His will made on 10 Dec 1686 was proved under PCC on 9 Oct 1690. 
Selleck is not discovered to have visited Clifton Campville where as a pluralist he was required to 
appoint a stipendiary curate-in-charge. In 1673 Joseph Smith QV was in that office. In his will he 
did bequeath £40 to the poor here. Selleck married about 1641 Margaret Hallett (d 1654) of Corfe, 
Soms by whom he had 3 sons and 2 daughters. Nathaniel Selleck (rector of Clifton Campville) 


c1648-1700 was his second son and succeded his father at Clifton Campville. Selleck qua rector of 
Clifton Campville was patron of Harlaston.

In 
1665 he did not certify the hearth tax for Tutbury constablewick but was probably assessed on 2 
hearths. In Mar 1669 he was licensed as a preacher by Lichfield. He resigned at Tutbury in 1670 
and by 1673 was in office as stipendiary curate-in-charge at Clifton Campville in the place of the 
rector John Selleck D.D. 1612-1690 QV (a pluralist who lived at Elworthy, Soms). Smith married
